cure i*, isto putin chofe that were always 
againjt it, as the moft likely to keep firm and 
extly to it———~And fo much for the Affairs 
North by Tweed. 

As tothe Matters in che Seush, Tam told, 
my Lord /7— has mady a Speech there too 
againtt the ENGLISH Squddrone ; ] beg hes 
L—thips Pardon, thati have noc yet for- 
got that beloved Name, for ‘tis plain, the 


Name of the Place is net loft by the Union, 
tho’ che Name of the Kingdom is; I amnot 
a going coarlwer my Lordy for tince he is 
pleas’d to fay, that all he fays will prave 
very inignincaut, it nuit needs be infigui- 
ficant co makea Reply to it; andas Ihave 
too much breeding to put my Negative up- 
on his Lordthip, t thall readily concne with 
him iuchis, and acknoaledge I think fo too. 
—Aid makeno Quettion, buthis Lordihip 
will find ic a univerial Opiuion among his 
old Acquaintance, that this Attempt of his 
is very faaynincanc. 

The Main of his Lordfhip's Difcourfe, if I 
underftand it, aims at removing the Mini- 
firy, a thing his Lordhip remembers, no 
doubr, was fermerly a Praétice too often, by 
ence at leaft, when f{umebody was put our, 
to put (umebody in, which no Body was ever 
the beceer for. 

But fince I abfolucely concur with my 
Lord in his Motion tur removing the pre- 
feat Miniftry, as a ching mot ablolacely ne- 
cetlary for che Peace, Welfare dnd Happi- 
nefsot this Nation; I think ic is as proper 
for me to take my Lord's Method,and prove 
the Neceifity, which Ido not queftion to 
do, bv moft convincing and unaniwerable 
Arguments; and tho’ they may differ alit- 
tle trom bis Lordfhips, yet as they may 
charge thePerfons with more flagrastCrimes 
than his Lordfhip, and that I may do it in 
my plainer homely manner,with not fo much 
Rhetorick, nor (uch an affeéting ‘manner, yet 
Iclaim to have my Realons heard, and [ 
doudt not to have them approved by fome 
at leaft; forhe is a bad Author indeed that 
has no Admirers gcall. 

Virft it is without doubt, that the whole 
Milcarriages of the Navy are owing to the 
Fault of the Misiftry, Becaule—if sbe:Prin- 
ces Council bave committed-anp Pauls, it is 
very fittbey fhould beve what they deferve— 
Now tho’ this would be hardshey fhould be 
punith’d, when all the Fault lies upon the 
Miniftry, yet ic would be much harder to 
prove, that they can deferve it too. 

Buciecondly, this is moft unanfwerable, 
and to me an unfathomable Reafoa, for 
charging th: Minifiry wich cbe Mifcartiages 
of the Navy, ince sis fafer in the Princes 
Hands, shiv in any other Man's Hands, be- 
caule be owes nut bis Commilfion to the Favour 
of any great Minifter whatfoevers and if 
there be any Miftake, it is impoffible to be the 
Effect either of tke Fear, or of the Anger of « 
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great Minifter, or 4 Care to please bim= But 
not to borrow too much my Lords Words, 
I detire to be exculed for putting them in- 
to my own, 

The Minifiry. muft of Neceffity be the 
Authors of all the Milcarriages of the Navy, 
becaule his Highnetles Commitlion. being 
pertectly mdependent of them, they (rhe 
Miniltry) have really nothing at all to do 
with it, neither have chey otherwife than 
tu provide the Funds. 

Again, the Miniltry are certainly the 
Caule of all our Misfortunes, becauie the 
QUEEN is 4 Prince/s of confummare Wifdom, 
and dues nothing without their Advice 3 | 
know ic might ualuckily be objected heres 
either their Advice muff be good, orelfe if 
the QUBEN does nothing without it, Her 
sins cannot bea Princefs of confummate 
Wildom, but! willnotatfront her Maj-fty 
fo grofly as to fay this. 

Thefe being therefore undeniable Proofs, 
that all our Mifcarriages lie at che Door of 
thole, who her Majefly has thought fic todo 
nothingwithout,muftneeds be the beftCom- 

lement can be put upon Her Majefly’s con= 
{urnmate Wildom, and for that Realon no 
dcubt the Climax was obferv’d, and the 
things coupled together. 

But fince 1am to give my Reafens alfo, 
why I would have all chole great Folks, they 
call tbe Miniftry, turn’d out; 1 fhall goa 
little into Particulars, and enumerating their 
Crimes, their Infufficiencies and Negligen- 
ces, doubtnot butto convince the Nation 
yet farcher, chat there isan abfolute Ne- 
ceffity to di mils them, m order to the general 
Happiaels ; and here J fhall wave the ge- 
neral Articles, which might juftifie it in the 
Grofs, fuch as the Policy of Government, 
which makes it needful co shift Hands as of- 
ten as they can, to keep the Crowds of 
Hangers on, always depending and expe@- 
ing, or the pernitious Confequences of keep. 
ing, $:rvants too long , tho’ they are never fo 
uleful, che Brnefic allo of now and then let- 
ting, ina Knot o' Knaves into the Manage- 
ment, to illuftrate the Condu& of honeft 
Men, and compleat the Chequer Work of 
State Pulicy—But fecting alide thefe general 
Notions, } thall defcend to the very Peo- 
ple now aim’d at, and not ficking to name 
them, fhow you fom= mot undeniable Rea- 
fons, why it is ablolutely neceffary to turn 
them our, and why co do it at this Time. 

And firft there is my Lord T—r,aod there 
it all centers indeed, and this yreat Minifter 
ot State, withoutremoving whom you do 
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nothiag, muft bs tara’d out, becaufe he b 
moft carele(sly and negligently managed che 
publick Revenues, as’ may plaialy appeac 
bythe linking the publick Credit, and ree 
ducing the Anticipatioas of Money from 7 te 
§ per Cent. ~difhoaousably and ignorantly 
{uttering the Credit of the Exchequer to fall 
from the peru Difcounts on Tatlies, Bills, 
Orders, Ge, of yo to 50 per Cems. to a Pars, 
fcandaloutly and infolendy bantering her 
Majefty’s Subj: €s, by making them carty 
their Money back again, wben they come te 
the Exchequer to lend ig for the puolick Ser- 
vice, and robbing her Majefly of al} chat 
Treafure, which the honeft People bring in 
tolend, after the Fuuds are ful———Belides 
this, it may be ctvo evidently laid to his 
Charge, that hz has always put the Parlia- 
ment upon railing Moacy by {uch unbappy 
Ways and Means, {0 ill cim’d, and fu i!.nae 
turedly calculated, that the Nation hastof 
al! the Advantages of Deficiencies, and all 
the Benefit of Rabbery and Extortion, to the 
manifeft Ruin of the ancient and famous 
Manufaéture of the Jplit-(tick, and depriving, 
of their Livelihood Abundance of poor Fa- 
milies of Stock-jobbers, wbo with infinite 
Diligence, Induttry, Knavery, and Extor- 
tion, got their Bread before by the laudable 
Employmenc of difcounting Tallies, Orders, 
Bills, Exchequer Notes, Seamens Tickets, 
and the like, 
For thefe enormous Crimes, I think, he 
very much deferves the Nations juft Refent- 
ment, and all our Mifcarriages at Sea bei 
juftly to be laid atthe Door of this Minifter, 
in Manner and Form abovefaid, as cne Cone 
fequences of all this Mifmanagement: I 
think, I need giveno other or farther Rea- 
fons to prove, it is moft abfolucely neceflary 
toturn him out, and put fuch Gentlemen ia 
hisRoom, as may retrieve all thefe things 
agaio, and bring them to the fame Circum: 
ftances, in which hetound them. 3 
I might heap up another Rofl of blacl 
Crimes againft him, if I thought thefe would 
not fatfice co provoke you fufficiently 3 fuch 
as deferting the High-Church, and not en 
couraging the true Friends of the Nation 
in their moft jaft War againft the Phanaticks, 
but malicioufly adviling her Majefty to re- 
folve upon Supporting that pernicious ching 
called the Tolleration, which has been the 
Fonndation of all our Milchicfs and Mistor- 
tunes inthe Nation; buc of chis by it felf, 
when | come to {peak of them al) together, 
I proceed tor the prefeat to the rett. = 
ie 
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"The Duke of Hf. comes next, who 
tho” he be our General abroad, is a Branch 
of this Miniftry ac home, and indeed there 
ig abundant Ground for Jaying him by; not 
only becaufe we have fuch a great Variety 
ef great and able Generals cf equal Bravery 
and Courage, and fuperiour in Condua, 
Experience, and Succels, and therefore we 
ought to put them into his Place, not forget 
ting the brave, the fedate, the confimmate, 
the long experienc’d General, the greateft 
Man ofhis Times, the famous ABDOLO- 
MENAYJ, of whom hereafter. 

But particularly this fame great Minifter 
has juftly pull’d doan the Diflike of his 
Covntry,and ought to be forthwich difplac’d; 
for that he moft rafhly and inconfiderately, 
and Hand over Head as we call ir, put the 
whole Fate of England upon the Point of the 
Sword, and facrifiz’d his Countries Safety to

‘The Secretaries of State come next into 
the Miniftry, and they ought to be turn’d 
out; without doubt Mr, S—~ H-——y 
iiparticular, because being a Man ef no 
Letters, ignorant im the Affairs of the 
World, and empty of all manner of Notions 
about Government, @ mesr Novice in the 
Porliament, and unacqueiated with the 
State of the Nation; belides being a Man 

’ ef no Penetration, Application, or Difparch, 
itis really aShime, {uch a Man fhould be 
eigploy’d in the nice Affairs of the Nation, 
upon whieh fo much depends, and which 
requite Men of the greateft Experience to 
guide ana diredl. ;

the reft to bead afide, and really ic was & 
moft whaccountable thing,that fucb a Perfon. 
fhould be brought in, for being fo ftrangely 
difaffe&ted to the prefent Eftablifhment, fuch 
anEnemy to Revolution Principles, fo parti- 
cularly averfeto Toleration, Moderation, 
and all fuch needful things ; how could they 
expeé he fhould do any thing buc bring 
Mi(carriages upon us ? what tho’ his Lord- 
fhip is alittle valued for Perfonal Vercues, . 
Zeal for the QUEEN, Faithfulnefs to Eng- 
lifh Liberty, and the like Trifles ;  theie 
would become him mruch better, when he is 
no more a Minifter of Scate—But are ufelefs- 
things in the prefent Exigence of Affairs, in 
which we ftandinneed of more Party than 
Policy, and more Craft than Honefty. 

Neithercan it be thought reafonable to 
truft either of our Secretaries of State any 
longer, for their Councils are fo publick, 
and the publick Meafares foexpofed the Ex- 
peditions and Defigns abroad, the Difpatch- 
es, whereof go thro’ their Hinds, are fo loofe- 
ly carry’don, and fo eafily come at, that 
the French King prefently obrains the 
Knowledge of our moft fecret Refolutions, 
Witnefs our laft Years Defcent ; youfaw 
there the Freweb had fuch direé&t Notice, 
where we intended tocome, that they rais’¢ 
the Country, and guarded there Coafis 
quite from the Coaft of Normandy to the 
Bottom of the Bay of Rifcay, being certain 
by their exaét Intelligence, and by the 
Negligenee of our Miniftry, that ifever we 
made a Defcent on this fide the Mediterra- 
ned, 1t would be fomewhere on that Coaft. 

Again, the Conttivante of Thoulon was fo 
naked and expofed, and the French had fach 
eafie and early Accef$ to all our Councils, 
that they made nothing to furni(h the ne- 
ceflary Troops for the Defence of that Place, 
and take Meafures fer our Difappointmenc 
almoft four and twenty whole Hours befcre 
we got under the Wal's of it. 

Thefe are fome of the Reaforis, for which 
I refrein making any Anfwer to my Lord 
H—s Spzech, deelariug my felf entire- 
ly concurring with his Lordihip’s Opinion, . 
that it is abfolutely neceffary we thouid hare 
a Change of the Miniftry; perhaps [ may 
0 a Step farther in my nexr, and give my 
brief Opinior, of whofand who is proper 
to putin their Places 5 in which I fhall be as 


careful not to differ with his Lordhhi
